The title derived from the fact 
that the human baby shares this 
instinctive reflex with the apes 
and monkeys. This curious ability 
of the new-born human infant to 
suspend the weight of its body in 
midair by the strength of its own 
grip has suggested a number of 
questions: 


Meaning of Action 
Why should the new-born be 
capable of a striking performance 
which for him has no recognised 
utility? 
W hat happens to this ability as 
the child'grows to maturity? 
Does the loss or the retention 
of this ability at any given age de­ 
note a retardation of development, 
or the contrary? 
Answers to these questions have 
been seriously sought and seem to 
be as follows: 
The reflex can be obtained in 
practically all new-born infants, 
though there are exceptions. 
It tends to disappear or become 
weaker after the first few months 
of life. 
But though present at birth and 
gone at six months, it attains its 
maximum strength at about four 
weeks. 
There is no appreciable differ­ 
ence in the gripping strength of 
the right and left hands. 
It is a reflex and after the re­ 
flex phase has passed, deliberate 


voluntary grasping should begin 
to be manifested. 
Measure of Development 
Real interest in the phenom­ 
enon centers in the fact that it is 
a rough measurement of brain de­ 
velopment. The cortex of the brain 
is not developed at all at birth 
and consequently the grasping re­ 
flex must be the result of stimula­ 
tion of lower nerve centers in the 
cord. Later on, as the brain de­ 
velops, grasping and the position 
of suspension are of a different 
character.
